THE HOMESTEAD ACT 


This Act was passed in 1915, 
and was based on a recommen- | 
dation of the commission which | 
enguired into agricultural imple- 
racnt sales. It was found that s: ales | 
of the larger implements, such as | 
threshing engines, ploughing and 
traction engines, were too often 
accompanied by a mortgage on 
the homestead which in many | 
coses resulted in its loss and con- | 
sequent sufiering for the wives | 
and children of the mortgagor. | 

The Act was consolidated 
the last session of the Legislature 
and now includes the 
ments made since its original pas- 
sage, without altering ey princi- 
ple and intention of the Act which 
is to recognize and secure the 
wife's interest in the homestead.
